Orient 


Vancouver reports that the is 


taking twice as much Canadian wheat this 
vear as it did last. That is encouraging 


news, the more so that total shipments 
from that port show a falling off of about 
ten per cent from last year’s figure. The 
Orient is the one direction in which our 
wheat is going in larger volume than it did 
a year ago. Britain is taking the same 
amount, and Central and South America 
less. 

Total shipments from Vancouver for 
this season are given as 2,770,000 bushels, 
If half of it went to the Orient, that is less 
than one-tenth of the amount United 
States agents sold to the Chinese govern- 
ment at one “swoop” last week.
